Juring the eleven months cndod 31st Ilny,1949, the number of persons 
in employment (exclusive of rural workers and females in private domestic service) 
rose by 75,900 (3.2 per cont )fron 29314,900 in June 1948 +o 2,450,000 in May,1949. 
Of the total rise 55,900 were males and 20,000 were females. 

During the month of June, 1949 however, the estimated number of 
persons on pay rolls fell from 2,450,800 at the cnd of Way, to 2,429,100 at the 
end of June. The whole fall occurred in New South Wales and Tasmania and was 
principally due té industrial disputes. The full effect of the coal stoppage which 
began late in June is not reflectod in theo isures as the numbers recorded relate 
to persons on the payroll during the last period of the month and not to the 
numbers actually at work at the end of the last pay period of the month. The figures 
do not thorefore, reflect the full reductions in employment when such reductions 
are due to employees being temporarily stood down.
